3 FOR the purpose of establishing a Maryland Military Installation Strategic Planning
4 Council; providing for the membership, purposes, and staffing of the Council;

5 requiring the Council to report to certain persons by a certain date; providing for
6 the effective date and termination of this Act; and generally relating to the

7 Maryland Military Installation Strategic Planning Council .
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1 Preamble

2 WHEREAS, Maryland plays a prominent role in our nation's defense through
3 itsmany defense laboratories, private sector companies, and military installations;
4 and

5 WHEREAS, Those military installations will be scrutinized as part of the

6 United States Department of Defense's Efficient Facilities Initiative (EFI), otherwise

7 known asthe "BRAC of 2005", areview process that isexpected to close up to 25% of
8 the existing military basesin the United States; and

9 WHEREAS, Maryland'sindustries, universities, businesses, and workers have
10 contributed to our nation's defense, utilizing their capital, talents, and skillsto

11 develop and produce important new technol ogies and advanced weapons systems,
12 aircraft, and missiles; and

13 WHEREAS, Maryland needs a focused, coordinated federal military installation
14 retention effort within the State in order to protect the existing defense install ations
15 and facilities within the State; now, therefore,

21 (1) identify the public infrastructure and other community support
22 necessary to improve mission efficiencies and for the devel opment and expansion of
23 exigting military installationsin the State;

7 and recommendations to the Governor, and, subject to § 2-1246 of the State
8 Government Article, to the General Assembly.

9 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
10 June 1, 2003. It shall remain effective for a period of 1 year and 6 monthsand, at the
11 end of December 31, 2005, with no further action required by the General Assembly,
12 this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect.
